Fireman Teeze of Engine 14, Manhat- 
tan, and Fireman Nugent of Engine 3, 
who were off duty, were passing the 
house at 12:45 o'clock.

The Kaiser did say that it ought now to 
be apparent to everybody—and this, he 
said, had been his own position both be- 
fore and during the war—that with tho 
triumph of Japan that nation would enter 
upon a period of aggressive competition 
with Western nations for the markets of 
the world. | 

Japan, he pointed out, was so near to 
China that the commercial interests of 
Japan and China’ would be practically 
identical. The United States, being be- 
tween Japan and Europe, would feel the 
competition of Japan much sooner than 
Europe, and hence it was clearly, in the 
Kaiser's view, to the interest of the Unit- 
ed States to join with the nations of Eu- 
rope in a commercial alliance to protect 
their markets from the competition of 
Japan and China. 


It is a manifest misrepresentation to 
Speak of this as a warning against the 
“ yellow peril.” It win be remembered 
that the Japanese Minister in Berlin 
was instructed to inquire at the For- 
eign Office whether the report was true 
that the Emperor had spoken unpleas- 
antlyfof the Japanese.

THE SERVANT GIRL PROBLE 

The servant girl problem, it seems, 
we have always with us. But the pres- 
ent phase of it is acute. The tendency 
of people fairly well to do to betake 
themselves from private houses’ to 
apartments and from apartments to 
“family hotels is accounted for, by 
those who are interested in accounting 
for it, by the increasing difficulty of 
getting domestic service satisfactorily 
done at reasonable rates. The com- 
plaint is chronic. But we repeat that 
the stage that has been reached is 


acute. It appears, from the reports of | 


agents and housekeepers, that none but 
foreigners will take domestic service. 
Even so, with the enormous and un- 
precedented immigration, and the sup- 
ply of this variety of unskilled labor 
so incréasingly outrunning the demand, 


the wages of this variety of unskilled |. 


labor steadily rise. 

It seems they have now reached the 
point of an economical solecism. Newly 
landed servant girls, who are free to 
admit that they know nothing, require 
something like $20 a month to be 
taught something. It is not a question 
of the competent specialist in domestic 
service, but a question of the rawest of 
raw material. Twenty dollars a month 
and found! Meanwhile Uncle Sam is 
paying “ able-bodied men of good moral 
character” but $13 a month and found, 
to serve him in his army. Meanwhile 
American girls of much better educa- 
tion and general adaptability than 
these greenhorns and incompetents are 
getting as shopgiris just about the 
same $20 a month and not found. On 
the contrary, they are put to a daily 
outlay of 10 cents at least for carfare, 
they have to dress more expensively 
than the general houseworker, and they 
have to find themselves the board and 
lodging which are found for the general 
houseworker who knows nothing of her 
business. A demand for $20 a month 
and found is a demand for a chance, on 
the part of a perfectly unskilled per- 
son, for the opportunity of saving, at 
the rate of $180 a year from the very 
beginning of her apprenticeship. The 
American boy who has spent ten years 
in educating himself, at school and at 
college, has not, on the average, the 
chance to make such a saving from the 
beginning of his period of independent 
support. 

On the face of it the position of the 
servant girl is a monstrous and ridicu- 
lous anomaly. It seems to show that, 


on the average, the female housekeep- | 


er and employer is absurdly incompe- 
tent to make a bargain. However that 
may be, the fact that this country, and 
especially this city, is the very Paradise 
and Tom Tiddler’s ground of imported 
and unskilled female “help” is not to 
be gainsaid.

The 
territorial press and politicians declare 
that Oklahoma and Indian Territory 
are in need of Statehood, but they do 
not seem to have any clear idea or posi- 
tive and unalterable conviction as to 
the form or time in which it should be 

Some want one State, some want two 
States, some want Statehood for Okla- 
homa with the Indian Territory at- 
tached when tribal governments are 
abolished there and lands are allotted 
and subject to taxation. Others want 
Statehood with organio regulations on 
prohibition, woman suffrage, the negro 


vote, trusts, corporations, and other 


problems agitated by radical Southern 
and Western reformers; while there is 
hardly a publio man prominent or in- 
fluential in the Territories that has not 
changed opinion on these points time 


| and time again. 


It is the practice of the “ patriots ” of 
the Territories to blame and berate the 
East for preventing them from having 
Statehood.

his belief in that accuracy. The General, 
legitimately ambitious to succeed Prest- 
dent PALMA in office, finds himself con- 
fronted by the certainty of defeat. This 
is a situation well calculated to make any 
except the most cool-headed and clear- 
eyed of statesmen take a gloomy view of 
the conditions that create it. We know 
what it does in the case of our own aspir- 
ants for office, and that its effect should 
be as much greater on a Spanish-Ameri- 
can, as he is more emotional than the 
representative citizens of the United 
States is a matter of course. It is also a 
matter that should lead to a particularly 
careful examination of the: Spanish-Amer- 
ican’s statements in describing the doings 
of his antagonists. Thus examined, Gen. 
Gounz's description of the state of things 
in Cuba loses much of its horror in a real- 
ization that it simply cannot be all true. 
For instance, it is impossible to believe 
that even in Cuba 20 per cent. of the vot- 
ers have the remainder so terrorized and 
restrained that they not only cannot make 
their voices heard in the conduct of public 
affairs, but are not even trying to do 80. 
Yet Gen. Gommz says that 80 per cent. of 
the enfranchised islandera are members 
of his own party, the Liberal, and would 
elect him President if they had a chance. 
If that is so, the Liberals are a pretty 
poor lot—so poor that their right to take 
part in a republican form of government 
is much more than questionable. To ex- 
cuse this amazing inaction of a great ma- 
jority, the General says that the inevita- 
ble consequence of armed revolt would 
be intervention by the United States. 
Worse fates could be imagined, and inter- 
vention would certainly be better for the 
Liberals, if their case is anything like as 
good as Gen. Gomez thinks, than a longer 
endurance of the ills from which he says 
they are suffering. There is no reason 
at all to suppose that intervention would 
be anything more than a forced arbitra- 


tion between the contending parties, and 


if the Liberals are so very right and the 
Moderates so very wrong, it is the Moder- 
ates, not the Liberals, who shauld fear 
the judgment of their big neighbor. The 
United States no more wants Cuba now 
than it did seven years ago, and the as- 
sumption with which the General's whole 


argument stands or falls—the assumption 


that intervention means the necessary 
and immediate end of Cuban independ- 
ence—is no more supported by existing 
facts than by recent history. President 
Pautma lived among us Tor a good many 
years, and we find the same difficulty in 
recognizing him as a Demon Dictator that 
a visitor to Cuba had not long ago in be- 
lieving an eminent resident of Havana 
who solemnly told him that President 
PaLMA could not read and write.

No greater oppor- 
tunity has been presented in many 
years to reaffirm the principle that a 
lawyer, when once elevated to the bench, 
becomes free from the influences of ac- 
tive politics, and having demonstrated his 
worth and fitness as a judicial officer, 
he is entitled to continue his work as 
a Judge until the age limitation of the 
Constitution becomes applicable. It is tri- 
fling with the rights of litigants and with 
the members of the bar as well, to refuse 
to renominate Justice Ingraham and Jus- 
tice Gildersleeve, who by their many years 
of service have proved both their capacity 
and their ability. Of what use is it to 
train men in the judicial side of the law, 
if, when the opportunity arises to con- 
tinue their services, they are forcibly 
turned away and their places filled with 


invaluable aid in the work of a Judge, 
and yet in the present instance it seems 
to go for naught. 

The situation as it exists now is one 
which ought to arouse an active public 
sentiment in favor of the retention in of- 
fice of those two Judges. It is only in 
this way that the interest which the peo- 
ple of this city have in this question can 
be demonstrated and their wishes made 
known, HOWARD HASBROUCK.
